They would 
have part state educational system 
without religion, and result schools 
were established and the population became 
almost illiterate. Finally after about 100 years, 
they got system education recognizing the 
primacy the parents and the rights the 
Church, and sharing school taxes according 
religious affiliation.

She 
must perpetuate the priestly and the pro- 
phetic mission Christ. This duty she 
discharges through the definitions and di- 
rectives the Sovereign Pontiff, the de- 
crees the Councils, and pastoral letters. 
Now matter which most will 
agree that ecclesiastical documents are read 
relatively small number. Even printed 
books religious themes reach only 
minority the faithful. Catechism classes. 
courses religion, and discussion clubs 
reach only children, adolescents, small 
number adults.

SEVERAL DIFFICULTIES

this would seemingly rule out the 
liturgy the sense which have been 
explaining it. consideration that would 
indicate, however, that wishes pro- 
tect against mistaking the true purpose 
the liturgy, namely, “to praise and 
glorify God, respond fittingly Him” 
and secondary purpose consider 
psychological means preparing for 
grace.” Phrased this way would ap- 
pear that what the author intended 
convey was that, even when the liturgy 
used pedagogically, the primary and sec- 
ondary purposes the liturgy are not 
forgotten, but should the motives 
which sway the teacher. Understood any 
other way this objection would sense 
seem neglect what Pope Pius XII has 
said his Allocution the group con- 
vened Assisi: 

“Tf the hierarchy communicates the 
liturgy the truth and the grace Christ 
(he had called these previously, the de- 
positum fidei and the depositum gratiae), 
for the faithful, their part, 
accept these wholeheartedly, and trans- 
late them into living 

The second objection more serious. 
This calls for wholehearted acceptance and 
rejection what might construed 
contrary opinion. Pope Pius XII 
the same address cautions against what 
might termed abuse: 

“We must add: the liturgy not, how- 
ever, the whole Church; does not ex- 
haust the scope her activities” and then 
adds: “Our encyclical, Mediator 
had already corrected certain erroneous as- 
sertions which were tending either 
direct religious teaching and pastoral ac- 
tivity along exclusively liturgical path 
raise obstacles the liturgical move- 
ment which was not understood.” And 
pleads “that all the faithful members 
the Mystical Body should love (liturgy), 
value it, and take their part it, under- 
standing none the less that the tasks 
the Church extend beyond

For not any kind 
consistency and fixity conduct, which 
may based subjective principles, that 
makes true character, but only that which 
rests upon the eternal principles justice.”

This pronouncement the Holy Father 
finds its justification—not that any 
necessary the negative findings 
modern educator unimpeachable author- 
ity. Foerster states unequivocally 
that “The American today is: self- 
determined, without divine determination. 
This means: man (the educand) taught 
make his own decisions and rule 
his own being first being anchored the 
divine truth and being determined 
With acute perception reality, 
touches the sore spot our own day and 
age, education without God and without 
Christ (theocentric and Christocentric de- 
faulted men). believes that the reason 
the bare spots have not shown previously, 
and the weaknesses have not been earlier 
evident that the force moribund 
Christianity was still making its feeble 
presence manifest. This product typically 
American. being taught naturalism. 
And that naturalism various the 
various philosophies behind it: sometimes 
materialistic, sometimes eudaemonistic, 
sometimes utilitarian. Whatever the phi- 
losophy, the end product the same:

Catholic Christians should not 
too complacent and should not preen our- 
selves that our products are better off, and 
more fully enlightened and rightly moti- 
vated.

The inroads communication 
media would call for downgrading our 
optimism. 

this dangerous situation ramp- 
ant materialistic philosophy thrill, 
degraded kind eudaemonism there 
the need our part reasserting what 
the Holy Father has set the objec- 
tive Christian education, the man 
character.

This confronts with variety prob- 
lems, and not the least the simple question:

Life itself consists thoughts, words, 
and actions. What that determines 
their nature? What values enter into 
their use? Without reviewing psychology 
and without dipping into the stream 
value contributions, can say that they 
are elicited and commanded the spon-

taneous vitality the organism. But that 
not going far enough. Our question 
plumbs deeper. What the ulterior cause 
which sets the organism motion? What 
prompts the choice the value 
sought conduct? What determines its 
direction and its results? man char- 
acter restrains his impulses, holds check 
his unruly drives, brushes aside false 
apparent values. And when incorporates 
such resolution his action, when ex- 
hibits such raw courage, not moved 
unpleasant circumstances, and certainly not 
because fear that might caught. 
more intent upon shunning rashness 
and avoiding indecision. reactions 
are strong. That say, the man 
character not ruled impulses; 
not suborned circumstances. 
guided internal motives. man 
character always acts principles. 

And that word, “always” important; 
key word, because the consistency 
which implies makes him the man that 
is. always acts the same because his 
motives are consistently the same. does 
not waver the employment his prin- 
ciples. These principles may right 
wrong, good bad, but they are principles, 
and cherishes them. They furnish him 
with course conduct which follows, 
not blindly, but because wills. 

Principles are good; they are formative. 
But singly they are insufficient. them 
must added another ingredient from 
them must fashioned something more 
sublimating. This new ingredient, this sub- 
limating value call This ideal 
certain type excellence toward which 
aspire. Our aspirations are guided 
the fact that think that this ideal 
possible attainment desirable 
achievement. And try realize 
the course our own life. This ideal may 
gained from observation and culled from 
literature. may say that al- 
ways arrived empirically, and through 
the data which acquire through our own 
exertions. This ideal nothing more than 
the set principles which have chosen 
means guiding our lives, and 
affording with standard measuring 
our conduct. The pursuit this ideal re- 
solves itself into esteeming them and into 
applying them assiduously our daily 
life.

The Report brings out sharp relief 
both sides the state regulations 
schools and education. First are those 
general laws which are not directed 
the specific educational character the 
school, but which, for example, apply gen- 
erally such building codes, fire regu- 
lations, health and sanitation laws and 
regulations, and labor relations. From the 
standpoint education, these are indirect 
regulatory control, which, course, help 
too, the educational objective. The explicit 
and direct regulatory functions are dis- 
cussed under the headings: (1) incorpora- 
tion, (2) state approval institutions, 
(3) compulsory education, (4) public sup- 
port, (5) tax exemption, and (6) occupa- 
tional licensing.

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Writers trained the scholastic method 
always give definition terms well 
the framework the question under 
consideration. Many writers discuss the 
concept self but very few give what 
consider complete definition the 
term “self-concept.” submit our own 
definition which seems specify the area 
under consideration little more fully 
than many other definitions. 
concept the personal recognition 
physical, mental, and moral abilities, capaci- 
ties, and limitations, both individual and 
social, which person has and realizes 
from introspection and contact with per- 
sons and things. Thus, the self-concept 
not separate entity, but abstraction 
created for the convenience 
standing the one studying it. acquire 
this knowledge self the method used 
learning about others—we study our 
own actions. This means that turn our 
minds ourselves and ask what 
are doing, why act do, where our 
actions are leading us, and, want 
there. 


The Self-Concept Leads the 

Turning now the genesis the self- 
concept, have gleaned what believe 
the course followed anyone 
developing this knowledge self. There 
are several steps this process. the 
order sequence, find self-knowledge 
and insight almost equal. Then follows self- 
acceptance which opens the way con- 
fidence one’s self. The latter the basis 
for self-control which aids the adequate 
development the self. These are the 
steps toward the self-ideal the actualiza- 
tion native acquired potentialities. 
There will increasing degrees com- 
plexity from embryonic insight into 
one’s “self” completely developed self- 
ideal. This series steps covers much 
material and cannot followed without 
some warnings. connection with this 
search for knowledge our self, must 
ready admit, work with, and wher- 
ever possible, overcome our limitations. 
Further, self-analysis can carried too 
far, leading morose disposition and 
queerness about life. Often, too, im- 
possible for individual determine 
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accurately many details his own per- 
sonality. Then becomes absolutely indis- 
pensable complete self-development 
have some confidante “hold the mirror 
him.” Within reasonable limitations, this 
study self, combined with the observa- 
tions others, experience human rela- 
tions, and desire for self-improvement 
can produce much fruit. 

The self-concept but stage along the 
way achieving the ideal self. carries 
with all the potentialities, limitations, 
wholesome and unwholesome adjustments 
that are presently part one’s psychologi- 
cal make-up. The ideal self, the end for 
which are using the self-concept, in- 
cludes none the potentialities limita- 
tions proper the latter. The ideal self, 
accurately established person’s mind, 
the end toward which strives and 
tends remain constant; the self-concept 
the means, and changes potentiali- 
ties become actuated. all the seven 
stages man’s life, seeks preserve 
and enhance his “self.” When thwarted 
one venture, seeks success another 
prove his worth. the driving force 
that leads men risk 
able march triumphantly back their 
acquaintances and say won.” the 
compelling factor that leads retreat into 
personality disorders when channels nor- 
mal seem closed. Adequate self- 
development the problem constantly 
facing all men. never completely 
solved that never recurs. aid 
healthy solutions this problem among 
youth and develop proper attitudes out 
which sensible solutions will reached 
later life great portion school’s 
work. 


Role Education Adequate 
Self-Development 
Turning now the application these 
concepts education, could cite sev- 
eral examples their use and abuse docu- 


mented with clinical evidence. Our inten- 
tion, however, set some funda- 
mental principles aid teaching. 
general, teachers must never forget that 
they are entrusted with the development 
man’s greatest powers, his intellect and 
will. This “trust” demands the following 
certain principles basic the develop- 
ment the student. First among these 
the warning: Never indicate child that 
cannot achieve; affects both 
intellect and will. The child ceases at- 
tempt what the teacher, whose judgment 
trusts, tells him cannot achieve. 
Violation this principle may have de- 
leterious effects other areas learning 
and behavior. 

second principle dealing with chil- 
dren the need for friendliness and 
kindness. Children are quicker “see 
through” assumed virtues than many 
adults realize. not sufficient act 
friendly; teachers must friendly. The 
role emotions help hindrance 
learning must not overlooked even 
though training them not the primary 
work the school. 

third principle this: all the 
inevitable competitive situations school 
life, never let child think failure. 
This applies not only athletic contests 
but also classroom discussions, debates, 
elections, honor rolls, grades tests and 
reports parents. This not say that 
failing grade should not given 
just. intended substitute healthy 
competition all areas for the “one grim 
business winning” any cost. Children 
may recoil from competition any area 
avoid anxiety. They must recognize 
their limitations and learn live with 
them while succeeding areas which 
they are not deficient. The prudent teacher 
will use tact and diplomacy along with 
true kindness. 

“Doing the best one can” the proper 
motive put before those entering into 
competition the athletic field, debating 
society, classroom discussions which 
some one student almost certain have 
his opinion downed the opposing side. 
The teacher always can recognize some 
good point made loser. fail 
recognize some value the activities 
the loser leave him dismal defeat 
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that justifiably resents the complete 
victory his opponent. 


Achieving Valuable Self-Concept 

Finally, turn the all-important 
task seeing just how should 
about achieving the self-concept that will 
stand the trials face daily life. 
must realistic about our abilities 
and limitations. the intellectual realm, 
only out every thousand people are 
the genius end the normal distribu- 
tion curve and like number, the men- 
tally retarded, the opposite extreme; 
135 are just above the average group and 
like number just below average. There 
may some abilities and limitations that 
one group has and another lacks, matter 
which end the curve look. 
discover these abilities well limita- 
tions and admit them the healthiest 
approach. may not democratic 
use this curve basis for approaching 
the problem, but the normal distribution 
curve itself not “democratic.” 
matter fact, the curve may viewed 
empirical evidence that there cannot 
true democracy the intellectual life. 

the development the positive fea- 
ture personality, several suggestions 
relative the school’s function may 
proposed. First, the school should provide 
each pupil with every possible opportunity 
think himself responsible citi- 
zen and contributing member 
society. Christian concept this could 
the image and likeness God, redeemed 
the death God-Man, and destined 
for eternal happiness union with that 
Divine Being. democratic concept, 
without any reference revealed religion, 
the idea could used that our forefathers 
founded this country the dignity 
each person, guaranteed him liberty, 
and the pursuit happiness, that courts 
exist preserve these rights, and that two 
wars have recently been fought preserve 
this personal dignity and these liberties for 
well obtain them for others. 
Thus, all persons are caught one 
both these systems individually and 
collectively worthwhile. 

The second suggestion that schools 
provide their pupils with wide variety 
opportunities for success and apprecia- 
tion through productive achievements. This 
would help develop and enhance the 
self-concept which basic purpose for 
the existence school. would give 
each student chance achieve, actu- 
alize his potentialities, discover his 
weaknesses among friends who will help 
rather than ridicule. 

The third suggestion that schools will 


take advantage the tremendous drive 
possessed each individual for self-en- 
Society not ruthlessly com- 


petitive nature. The greatest achieve- 


ments are made through co-operation. 
keep astir unwholesome spirit com- 
petition prolong unnecessarily state 
tension and threat among students. 
Last, but means least, teachers 
may well apply their scholastic principles 
knowledge psychological development. 
hold with St. Thomas Aquinas that 
discovery the internal principle all 
learning, why should not foster 
acquiring knowledge one’s self? Teach- 
ing aiding the learner “discover.” 
Teaching the realm self-development 
becomes matter aiding the student 
achieve success through his intellectual, 
moral, and emotional abilities, learning 
“live with” himself whatever area 
cannot achieve. Coupled with this, there 
must wholesome reliance the grace 
God and co-operation with pass 


the ultimate test self-development 
eternal life. 

Thus becomes apparent that the school 
and the teachers must aid student. 
any and all levels, recognize his abili- 
ties, capacities, and limitations. The limita- 
tions one field must not allowed 
thwart the best efforts which can 
very productive another. using the 
techniques and practicing those teaching 
virtues listed, striving with all the means 
our disposal help the student see him- 
self is, what can and cannot be- 
come, are aiding the formation 
wholesome self-concept. The subjects 
teach are, great degree, but aids the 
developing the potentialities latent 
every student. They are aids effecting 
the changes from ignorance knowledge 
self, from impulses that lower ideals 
that elevate the self, from potentiality 
act, wherein the self attains that for which

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The uninitiated may think that some 
the offers will mention below have 
been hurled out pell-mell because re- 
cent events, somewhat like streamers 
the tail the Soviet kites; this not so. 
For the past years General Electric 
has been sponsoring program which 
mathematics and science teachers could 
upgrade their teaching. consists spe- 
cial courses offered Union College, 
Schenectady, for some weeks each 
summer. Westinghouse, too, for some years 
has been financing similar program. 

For several years prior application 
for Westinghouse grant Massachusetts 
Institute Technology Cambridge, 
Mass., notification the General Electric 
offer came annually the mail. Each year 
would check the back page see 
any Sisters were listed among those who 
had received the grants the previous sum- 
mer. was earnest hope that someone 
would break the ice could follow 
her footsteps. But year after year though 
the list included several Brothers and lay 
teachers from what were obviously Catho- 
lic schools, nuns were listed. Finally 
grim resolve began take shape; 
one else would take the plunge, 
would have so. 

Carefully checked the requirements: 
master’s degree science, certain num- 
ber hours’ credit the physical sciences, 
principal. That was all there was it, and 
could meet all those. How would 
higher superiors look the project? 
was completely new venture for Sister 
Notre Dame, and far could as- 
certain for any other Sister, but the best 
way find out was ask. With the 
permission local superior wrote 
and bravely requested form for 
the Westinghouse Summer Institute for 
Science Teachers. This program was selected 
from the four that knew were available 
that summer 1954 because there 
convent our order Cambridge 
which would able live. 

The application included questionnaire, 
not too detailed asking for facts the 
data described above. That evening 
filled in, and penned explanatory 
note Sister Provincial that read some- 
thing like this: For some time these pro- 
grams have been intriguing me. think 
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any Sister would profit tremendously 
her attendance one them. have 
idea what chances are getting such 
grant, but what would you think 
sending the enclosed and finding out? 
were awarded one, you think you 
could find companion who would 
interested going along? 

Sister Provincial was much swifter than 
had her answer return mail. 
said, “Send this in, Sister. you get 
grant will get you companion.” 

followed her advice, and after another 
long wait the following communication 
gladdened heart: 

“Dear Westinghouse Fellow, 

“You will happy know that your 
application has been favorably approved 
the committee and you are included 
among the fortunate secondary school 
science teachers who will study M.I.T. 
this summer. There were 110 applicants 
and the decision whom include was 
difficult. feel sure from the letters 
have sifted that you will member 
interesting and stimulating group. 
think you will enjoy your six weeks 
work and play with them.” 

That summer each Westinghouse Fellow 
received $250. From paid $50 
for tuition; the rest was for room, 
board, and traveling expenses. 


Our Group 

was most profitable and rewarding 
summer, living all expectations. 
That this was was due small 
measure the capable direction Pro- 
fessor Arthur Davis and the stimulating 
classes physics conducted Associate 
Professor Hans Mueller. The group in- 
cluded another Sister besides myself, Sister 
Charlotte, C.S.C.. from Boise, Idaho. 
There were two Brothers, 
Brother from Mass., and Via- 
torian Brother from Chicago. Augus- 
tinian priest from Chicago completes the 


roster religious present. The public 
and non-Catholic private school teachers 
the group were very receptive and 
friendly. Some the contacts made three 
years ago have lengthened out into Christ- 
mas card acquaintances, the nice kind that 
have little friendly messages scribbled 
them. 

was surprised learn that some 
the group had been the recipients West- 
inghouse grants Cornell the summer 
before, and that the quota allotted 
there had been short this total. Those 
who discussed this with felt that many 
public school teachers could not afford 
let the summer pass without augmenting 
their scanty winter salaries some gain- 
ful employment. they did their families 
would suffer. Evidently this fact has re- 
ceived the consideration those who plan 
these programs for the Fellowships offered 
1957 carried much larger stipend. 


Other Opportunities 

addition the private organizations 
that pioneered the effort modernize 
the scientific “know how” and what” 
the secondary teacher, there are two 
other important agencies the field. These 
are the National Science Foundation and 
The National Science Teacher’s Association. 
The former agency the federal 
government. derives its funds from 
taxes and concentrates its attention 
furthering the education the science 
teacher. many university campuses 
last summer, teachers were enrolled the 
regular classes offered the various 
branches science the general public. 
enable him this without feeling 
that was neglecting his family, the 
N.S.F. gave the student teacher grant 
$400 plus good allotment for his 
dependents and generous travel allow- 
ance. From the $400 the enrollee paid 
board, room, and tuition 
himself with any required textbooks. 

Two our faculty applied for and re- 
ceived such grants.

The National Science Teacher’s Associa- 
tion has its headquarters 1201 Sixteenth 
Street, N.W., Washington Since 
1953, has cosponsored summer confer- 
ences for science teachers. Those the 
West Coast have been underwritten finan- 
cially the Future Scientists America 
Foundation and the Crown Zellerbach 
Foundation. The aim the conferences 
has been somewhat different from that 
the N.S.F. The program each group sup- 
plements that the other.

Business careers are essential, but 
not emphasize them the detriment 
family living? arm our girls with the 
the commercial world; guide 
them with the strength traditional aca- 
demic subjects. Why cannot their educa- 
tion also include the field that will 
directly help them for the career home- 
making? Homemaking multi career, 
for the young mother must nutritionist, 
nurse, dietitian, counselor, and teacher. She 
the hub the wheel which all 
spokes join. she the bond 
family unity, then must prepare her 
for Christian family living. This prepara- 
tion can partially obtained through 
religion, sociology, and the related arts, 


but home economics has its prime pur- 
pose instructions girl’s duties wife 
and mother. Clothing and foods instruc- 
tion are vital importance, know, 
the future homemaker, but also think 
such units good grooming, home decorat- 
ing, home furnishings, baby sitting, family 
relations, child care, and home nursing are 
also essential training family living. 
Our field, indeed, all embracing, but 
every unit taught helps prepare the 
student for successful family living.

With the last statement experienced 
teacher would ever quarrel. But that teach- 
ing based upon model lessons has effect 
upon child’s mind cannot left unchal- 
lenged. Such proposition goes contrary 
all educational practice, and its mere 
enunciation must create the minds 
thousand Sister supervisors (not men- 
tion others) almost incredible dismay. 
Certainly this model lesson method has 
disadvantages. Certainly tends “heat- 
ing and serving.” But dismiss the 
method few easy words indeed 
unfortunate. 


The Disadvantages 


What are the disadvantages tech- 
nique based upon model lessons? First, 
disarmingly simple and tends 
produce false sense competence. 
Teaching the true sense the word 
not something learned overnight, 
and neophytes, with drawerful model 
lessons, may easily become complacent. 
Second, the technique often leads dull 
imitation, but this more often reflec- 
tion the personality the teacher than 
the character the process. Mediocrity, 
unfortunately, conditions the professional 
lives many teachers. Next, the model 
lesson, accepted without any discrimination 
the part the teacher, easily sets 
narrow pattern. And even the pattern 
built “good” lessons, the total effect 
can cramped and barren. Finally, the 
technique can charm young teacher into 
quiescence the discouragement intel- 
lectual growth, and audacity, and enthusi- 
astic discovery. 

These disadvantages, course, are seri- 
ous matters. But are there advantages 
for procedures based model lessons? 


The Advantages 


First, and primarily, the method profits 
the experience the past. Model les- 
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sons, produced for long the old 
normal schools, and indeed not discontinued 
contemporary supervisors, are the pat- 
terns experience; and would 
rash man who, teaching almost any 
other activity mankind, would discard 
prescriptive contributions. For, just all 
Catholics operate within the confines 
majestic intellectual tradition, all 
teachers the very nature their work, 
must recognize the boundaries their 
professional endeavor. And this true 
the technical aspects their work 
the philosophic. 

Second, model lesson (and called 
“model” because worth imitation 
child, “model” church mem- 
ber, “model” jurist, and on) has one 
inestimable value: one good, proved 
way teach particular concept. Only 
those who have recently put with the 
average liberal arts graduate can fully 
appreciate the disquietude aroused these 
floundering practitioners. 

Next, model lesson les- 
son, happily confined the presentation 
tiny segment knowledge. any prin- 
cipal supervisor knows only too well, 
most young teachers invariably try teach 
too much one time. They struggle 
valiantly, find that they have succeeded 
only confusing their pupils. And then 
successive days they must, perforce, take 
piecemeal what they had tried impose 
one indigestible lump. for other 
reason than teach beginners divide 
their work into small, manageable, teach- 
able units, the model lesson justifies its use. 

Fourth, the model lesson has this worth: 
permits the neophyte free any 
anxiety teaching procedures while 
concentrates upon the discipline his 
class. have seen many troublesome 
disciplinary situations saved good 
“model” lesson, but have yet see 
fumbling technical approach anything 
but invite problems control. neophyte 
has hard enough job mastering that magic 
ingredient, discipline. deserves all the 
help can get the teaching itself. 

Fifth and last, model lesson, while 
insures initial competence, admits 
the greatest proliferation. 
worth engaging should able take the 
fruit past experience, use it, and almost 
immediately begin embellish with all 
Then the lesson ceases “model.” 
becomes “personal” the teacher who has 
tailored fit particular class, modified 
and (in many instances), enhanced 


the exigencies the situation. Funda- 
mentally the lesson sound. based 
worthwhile principles. But now, the 
hands the interested teacher, having 
suffered loss the modification, 
becomes better vehicle carry forward 
some significant piece work. 

Because these advantages, then, the 
model lesson plan has distinct place 
the technical equipment teachers. 
Ideally, four-year liberal arts background 
plus graduate year study the field 
period “observing” and “practice teach- 
provide school systems with 
qualified beginners. Their broad intellectual 
background together with semblance 
technical skill should make them welcome 
any school. The “model lesson,” 
which neophytes well experienced 
teachers can well profit, has certainly 
contribution make. Let not, therefore, 
discard too peremptorily.

Although student enthusiasm usu- 
ally difficult arouse over test, yet 
this test project, students were interested 
because they felt they were partaking 
executive capacity. 

This test procedure somewhat radi- 
cal, but the teen-agers’ liking, since 
has always been the prerogative the 
teacher ask questions and the student 
answer them. 

scanning questions submitted, the 
teacher can readily see, from the students’ 
viewpoint, just what the student considers 
important, whether rightly wrongly. 

the same procedure the teacher 
can see any important items which the 
majority even minority students 
omitted relegated minor position 
the test. Sometimes, because personal 
liking for author particular English 
activity, may overemphasize him, and 
thus unconsciously soft pedal some very

How Done? 

The logical question now just how 
you about having students write 
valid objective questions? have found 
that the best time start the third 
week school. One unit has been com- 
pleted. minds are fresh, and talents are 
ready delve into this new activity. 
give the students copies commercial 
tests the unit just finished. Their at- 
tention called the format; all 
blanks the end the statement, the 
multiple choice having least three items. 

Class now ready set certain 
basic rules for well-written objective 
type test. Everyone agreed that the best 
sets questions should (a) challeng- 
ing, but not genius level, clear, 
without fuzziness, and (c) factual. Little 
chance here for making the answer ob- 
vious. few “sleeper” type questions may 
inserted test the mettle real stu- 
dents those who have 
reading the unit. The questions they 
most enjoyed composing and answering 
were the so-called “tricky” e.g., 
“Sam, the Indian lived (a) toupee,

such questions becomes aware the many 
curves thrown this intellectual game 
testing. the questions violated any 
the norms, this fact was called the au- 
thor’s attention and remedied once. 
Most the corrections were accomplished 
mainly rewording. 


Good Results 


thus became standard procedure 
call for set questions the unit 
week before the formal test was scheduled. 
The number questions depended the 
size and content the unit. selected 
the choice questions the class, making 
certain factually important, “tricky,” 
and questions. also in- 
cluded some inquiries own. Test re- 
sults were better than usual because the 
students’ newly aroused interest the 
type questions asked and the material 
covered. Because they had helped prepare 
the the students were psychologically 
ready. They knew they belonged the 
working staff answering and the ad- 
ministrative staff composing. Frequently 
would compare the topics stressed 
the publishers’ tests and our own, after 
the tests were administered. The similar- 
ity was remarkable. also found that 
good warm-up for the formal period test 
was have each student type out his 
test original questions after had cor- 
rected them, and then type the answers 
separate page. would then redis- 
tribute each test student other than 
the author, hand back the answer sheet 
soon the review test was completed, 
and have each student score his own an- 
swers. used the same system gram- 
mar and vocabulary tests. 

Using both techniques (a) this latter 
type questionnaire review, and the 
formal test, which cross section the 
best student questions, plus own, the 
class and now look forward unity 
test with more interest, better perspective, 
and calmer nerves.
